Pool promoters assure me that 
these are sross over-estimates. They 
assert that the number of pools is 
nbout 200; numbers employed under 
25,000; coupons sent out, 7,000,000 a 
week; and income roughly £35,000,- 
000 a year. f 

Even on this basis it is apparent 
that the pools have become one of 
Britain's major industries. 

Judged by turnover they rank 
seventh, And, according to Mr Dal- 
ton, their formidable growth has re- 
sulted in them “nbsorbing {ar too 
much, labour, paper, and postage.” 

But the absence of reliable statis- 
{ies nbout the pools becomes most 
marked when. you ‘inquire precisely 
what happens to the .£35,000,000 or 
so that the public subscribes to them 
‘each year. pa & . : 

The promoters are .under no 
obligation to tell us. The-only pro- 
tectlon the public hns, so far as 1 
enn see, is the honesty and integrity 
of the promoters and their willing- 
ness to play falr. 

It is true that the ten largest 
pools are banded together in an 
association which has drawn up a 
code of conduct for its mémbers,

Doubtless other pools conform to 
this arrangement, but it has been 
reported to me that smaller pools 
have been known to return only 50 
percent.

What {s the function of a football 
pool?
